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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Commercial  Standards  establish  standard  quality  requirements,  methods  of  test, 
rating,  certification,  and  labeling  of  commodities,  and  provide  uniform  bases  for 
fair  competition.  They  are  developed  by  voluntary  cooperation  among  manufacturers, 
distributors,  consumers,  and  other  interests,  upon  the  initiative  of  any  of  these 
groups,  through  a regular  procedure  of  the  National  Bureau  ©f  Standards  established 
for  that  purpose.  The  procedure  is  explained  in  detail  in  a pamphlet  entitled 
Voluntary  Standards  Adopted  by  the  Trade,  obtainable  gratis  from  the  Commodity 
Standards  Division,  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  Washington  25,  D.  C.
